ASSISTANCE AVAILABLE TO STUDENTS 

I. Reading and Writing Skills 

Students in ENG 3X and ENG 10A are required to use the Communication Skills Lab 
a minimum of one hour per week. Assignments will be determined by the individual 
student's needs. In addition, the Lab is open to any student who wants additional help. 

II. Research Skills 

Students in ENG 10A will be given a tour of the Doheny Library and will be informed 
about the location and use of the major research works and periodical guides available 
in the Library. Teaching aids on the research paper are also available in the 
Communication Skills Lab. 

ASSOCIATE IN ARTS FACULTY PARTICIPATION 

Faculty are encouraged to: 

I. ADVISE the Communication Skills Staff of any major writing assignments (topics and 
deadlines). We are willing to reinforce grammatical, mechanical and organizational 
aspects of these assignments. 

n. REQUIRE students to write assignments in "Edited Standard English." 

III. RETURN for revision papers with gross mechanical, grammatical and/or spelling errors 
which affect clarity of meaning. 

IV. REFER students with serious problems in writing to the Communication Skills Staff in 
the Learning Resource Center (Bldg. #4) or to the student's English instructor.

COURSE STANDARDS 

I. ENGLISH 3X (BASIC WRITING) concentrates on clear expression of ideas in 
complete sentences and well-developed paragraphs. 

H. ENGLISH 10A (WRITTEN AND ORAL COMMUNICATION) focuses on college- 
level communication skills. Students are expected to: 

A. Write in acceptable expository style in "Edited Standard English"; 

B. Maintain an acceptable level of sentence control, grammar and mechanics in 
written and oral communication; 

C. Write organized essays developed from a central idea, or thesis statement, 
including a critical essay on a non-fiction book. 

HI. ENGLISH 10B re-emphasizes thesis statement, logical organization, clarity of style in 
written and oral communication. In addition to requirements A, B and C as stated in 
ENGLISH 10A, students will be taught techniques for researching, organizing, drafting, 
and editing a college level research paper and writing a critical paper ona work of 
fiction. 

IV. ENGLISH 1 A/B (FRESHMAN COMPOSITION) presents methods for writing college 
level analytical and research papers. In addition to a major research paper in ENGLISH 
1A, students read, discuss and write critical essays on several major literary works.

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COLLEGE SKILLS PROORA 



The College Skills Program consists of the Basic Math, Basic Writing and Reading 
Development classes, and the College Skills Labs for reading/vocabulary, notetaking and 
listening skills. 

One of the main indicators for participation in the College Skills Program is the Mount St. 
Mary's College Placement Testing, which includes Notetaking, Arithmetic, Mathematics, 
Writing, English Usage and Reading. ACT/SAT scores and entrance GPA are also considered 
for a holistic evaluation of the student's academic potential for success in college. Specific 
College Skills Program classes are provided for students whose placement test scores indicate 
a need to strengthen basic skills. 

The College Skills classes are developmental classes and are not transferable. They are counted 
as electives toward the Associate in Arts Degree, and students may only use 9 units of the 
credits for the A. A. Degree. 

If students do not achieve competency in these classes, they receive NO CREDIT and must 
repeat the classes. For a student in English 3X (Basic Writing) to receive a grade of H C" or 
better, she must also meet the competency level of the placement test for that class. Students 
may take the class(es) during summer school, but will be required to repeat the test(s). 

Until the students meet the required competency level of placement testing, they must repeat the 
class(es) or work in the Learning Resource Center with staff direction. 

Each student failing the developmental classes will be considered individually. If the instructors 
ascertain that she has potential for college, and if her GPA in other classes is acceptable, her 
advisor and the Program Director will evaluate with the student her academic goals. If it is 
determined that her maturity level, as well as her ability, are not sufficient for college success 
at this time, she will be advised to withdraw. 
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Since the outreach requirement can be satisfied both through program requirements 
and a Social Action class, -it is important that all the faculty know the goals 
of OUTREACH. Those working directly with the students in clinical, practice 
teaching or internship experiences should incorporate the goals into the 
particular experience. 

OUTREACH extends the instructional process beyond campus boundaries. Its central 
goals are: 

1. To develop an increased awareness of important issues in our society. 

2. To provide opportunities for career-related experiences. 

3. To provide experience with the pain, pleasures and value in helping people 
and to provide practice in deriving meaning from such human interactions. 

4. To provide motivational and experiential bases for learning principles and 
conceptual systems which form abstract knowledge. 

This program also serves the purpose of providing regular volunteer aid to 
community agencies, centers and institutions. OUTREACH may also be based upon 
an experience designed in conjunction with the faculty of Mount St. Mary's 
College. Such experiences occur in one of three levels: 

1. Social Action — The student performs supervised volunteer service, such 
as child care, family visits, tutoring and hospital volunteer work on a 
regular basis. She shares these experiences in seminars with other 
OUTREACH volunteers. There is always an attempt to derive some meaning 
from the experiences. A written summary by the student and a critique of 
the student's work by the agency supervisor are also part of this program. 

2. Fieldwork — The student may engage in fieldwork in relation to a 
particular course. Examples would be the clinical aspect of nursing 
courses, work in sociology or practice teaching. 

3. Inter-Disciplinary Problem Solving — The student spends an entire term in 
some off-campus experience involving extensive problem solving. For 
example, the student might work with other students, faculty and 
neighborhood leaders in accomplishing some well-defined significant task. 
As students work on such a project, they learn about principles, 
techniques and conceptual structures used in the academic disciplines; 
they learn in response to the need to solve real-life problems. 
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Webster defines "BRIDGE" as "a time, place, or means of connection or transition." This year 
our Student Orientation organizers have selected the symbol of a bridge as their theme. They 
see a need to provide connections on several levels: cultural, social, racial, and spiritual. As 
faculty, staff, and administrators, I also urge us to be "bridge-builders"~in our classrooms, 
centers, labs, and offices— wherever and whenever our students need to "connect."

CX^MMTIHICAli^Gt In order to implement most effectively the goals of the campus, 
we need to communicate with each other. The following methods of communication have been 
established on the Doheny Campus: 

A. GENERAL COMMUNICATING: 

1. Faculty/Staff Mailboxes : (First floor of Administration Building, Bldg. 10.) 
Mailboxes should be checked each day. Mail between the two campuses is 
delivered regularly. A schedule is posted at the Switchboard. 

2. Dohenv Happening s is a publication whose purpose is to inform faculty, staff 
and students of news especially pertinent to this campus. The date of issue is 
Monday of each week. Faculty, staff and students are encouraged to submit 
items of interest to Sister Joseph Adele, Editor of the Doheny Happenings . 
(The deadline for submitting articles is Wednesday at 2:00 p.m.) 

3. Dohenv Doing s is a newsletter which supplements Doheny Happenings with 
items pertinent only to faculty and staff. 

4. Student Mailboxes : Resident students' mailboxes are located in Mclntyre Hall 
(Bldg. 15). If you wish to contact students through mailboxes, leave messages 
in the lobby for Residents. 

5. Bulletin Boards have been permanently placed on the south wall of the first floor 
of Bldg. 4 (the classroom building). Space has been provided for general 
information as well as departmental notices. The Coordinator of Student 
Services will be responsible for general boards, and each department is asked to 
keep its respective space orderly and current. The 48-Hour Board (next to 
Room 109) may be used for messages to students (and is the prime means of 
contacting commuter students). Please date on the outside any messages placed 
on the 48-Hour Board. 

6. Switchboard : Open from 8:00 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. Anyone who needs training 
on the phone system should contact Sister Edward Mary in the Business Office. 

If you place a long distance call, please fill out the appropriate slip and put it in 
the Business Manager's mailbox. 




7. Class Adjustments : 

a. Permission to change the time of a class or the assigned 
classroom must be obtained from the Dean. 

b. Notify the Dean's Office if you will be absent or late for 
your class, or if your class will not be meeting for any 
reason (e.g., field trips, etc.). 

c. All classes are to be held for the full period. Students may not dismiss 
themselves from a class unless a faculty member is more than fifteen 
minutes late in appearing for class. 

d. Mid-Term examinations are given during the regular period. Final 
Examinations are required in all undergraduate courses and are given 
during the scheduled Final Exam Week . Final Examination schedules are 
made so that students will not be overloaded. ANY deviation from the 
schedule requires permission from the Dean. Thus, Final Exams are noi 
scheduled during the last week of classes. 

B. COMMUNICATION REGARDING STUDENTS' ACADEMIC PROGRESS: 

1. Student Progress : It is very important that the progress of students be carefully 
watched the first few weeks. If problems arise, please notify the student's 
advisor immediately . If assistance is needed from the Learning Resource Center, 
recommend that the student use the Center and notify the Center (forms are 
available in the LRC). Early Warning (S.T.E.P.) Notices should be given to 
students who seem to be having difficulty. These can be obtained in the Dean's 
Office. 

2. Deficiency Notices : It is imperative that instructors complete deficiency notices 
for students who are in danger of receiving a "D" or an "F". The instructor 
should give a copy of this notice to the student and take the opportunity to discuss 
the reasons for the student's lack of progress. Final "Fs" should not be given 
if a student has not received a deficiency notice. 

3. Attendance : Please be conscientious in checking roll and tardiness in your 
classes. If a student has a pattern of absenteeism and tardiness, please follow up 
on this and notify the student's advisor and the Registrar. If you wish, you may 
ask your students to phone the Switchboard to report absence from class; notes 
will be placed in your mailbox in Bldg. 10. 

4. Grades : Final grades are to be reported on forms supplied by the Registrar. 
These grades should be returned by the time specified by the Registrar. If an 
"Incomplete" is given in a course, please get the proper form from the Registrar's 
Office to report the completed grade. 

C. COMMUNICATING WITH OTHER FACULTY: 

1. Dining : Ahmanson Commons has a faculty dining room and other small rooms 
that can be used for meetings. 

2. Meetings: During the course of the academic year, meetings pertinent to the 
Associate faculty and staff will be held. Please make every effort to attend these 



important meetings. Members of the faculty are expected to attend campus-wide 
programs such as Open Houses, Horizons Day, Siena Day, the A. A. Hooding and 
Award Ceremony at the close of the academic year, and Commencement 
exercises. 

3. Courtesy : Please advise the Dean's Office a week in advance concerning 
arrangements for guest lecturers and field trips. Should the field trip necessitate 
the absence of students from other classes on that day, courtesy requires that the 
student notify teachers of other classes affected by the field trip before the day. 

Each faculty member is asked to see that the chalkboard of the classroom he or 
she is about to vacate is erased. This is a point of courtesy to the instructor who 
will be conducting a subsequent class in the same room. 

D. COMMUNICATION REGARDING EMERGENCIES:

All cars should be marked with the appropriate decal, which you will receive from the 
Business Office after your payment is made (part-time faculty are not required to pay the 
fee but must fill out the form and obtain the decal). If you are unable to find a parking 
space on the campus, St. Vincent's Church parking lot (entrance on Figueroa) may be 
used.

It also makes it easier for you 
to submit news items-instead of sending all-College 
news to both Chalon Student News and Doheny, 
simply send it to the public relations office, and it will 
appear in the FRONT PAGE section. Information that 
relates to students at only one campus should be 
submitted in the usual way, to Sister Joseph Adele and 
Lisa Melou at Doheny, or to Monica Lond in Student 
Development at Chalon.

From The Psychology Department 

MSMC PSYCHOLOGY PROFESSOR SPEAKS AT THE ISRAELI INSTITUTE ON THE 

HOLOCAUST 

Dr. Orli Peter, Director of the Psychological Graduate Programs at the Mount, had the opportunity this summer to 
participate in the Catholic Institute for Holocaust Studies held at Yad Veshem in Jerusalem. This was an extensive 
24-day workshop sponsored by the National Catholic Center for Holocaust Education and Hebrew University. 

Dr. Peter's presentation, "Psychological Precursors and Consequences of the Holocaust," was extremely well 
received.

RE: PROCEDURES IN CASE OF FIRE OR EARTHQUAKE 



WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF FIRE : 

1. At the first Indication of a major fire, call the Switchboard from the 
nearest inter-campus phone. Be sure to give the exact location of the 
fire. Do not try to fight a major fire by yourself. 

2. When notified to evacuate the building(s), do so immediately. 

A. Bring your purse and car keys. 

B. Bring a coat or sweater 1f you have one with you. 

C. Rooms and offices should be left as follows: 

• Lights on 

• All doors closed and unlocked 

• All windows closed 

3. To evacuate the buildings, use the stairway nearest you. If any stairway 
is blocked, use the one nearest of access. 

4. After leaving the building, proceed Immediately to the street. You will 
receive further directions when you arrive there. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE THE 
CAMPUS until you are authorized to do so. 

WHAT TO DO IN CASE OF AN EARTHQUAKE : 

The following instructions are for moderate, major and great earthquakes. 

1. Inside any building: Get into a doorway, under a heavy table, desk or 
bench. Stay away from windows, overhead lights, glass doors, outside 
walls, or anything made of brick or stone. If you can't walk because of 
the shaking, then crawl on all fours. Watch for falling objects, such as 
ceilings, light fixtures, etc. 

2. DO NOT TRY TO LEAVE THE BUILDING DURING THE QUAKE. Stay put until the 
building stops shaking— then find a safe way out. Once outside, proceed 
to the street or to any area that is open and away from buildings and 
overhead wires, which could fall on you. 

3. If you are outside, remain there. 

4. Stay outside until you receive directions. Once you are back Inside, 
remember that there are usually several aftershocks, and although the 
intensity of these is less than the original quake, damage may still 
occur. Watch for falling objects and broken glass.

WHAT STAFF SHOULD DO AFTER AN EARTHQUAKE : 

1. Check for injured persons and, when necessary, provide first aid. If 
anyone is seriously injured, don't move them unless therr is a danger of 
their being injured more severely. 

CALL FOR HELP (PARAMEDICS: 384-3131 or 911) 

2. Check for fires in the building, and any situation that could lead to a 
fire. If you smell something hot or burning, check it out carefully . 

(FIRE DEPARTMENT: 483-6721 or 911) 

3. Check the utilities and shut the gas off ONLY if there is a sign that it 
is leaking. If you can't smell gas or hear 1t leaking, assume it is all 
right. If gas 1s, or was, leaking, make sure there is no smoking or use 
of electrical appliances in the area to avoid fire. 

4. If there are any water pipes damaged, turn off the main valve. 

5. If there are any exposed wires or evidence of wires being shorted out, 
then turn off the electricity at the main box. 

6. Check to be sure that sewage lines are not damaged before using toilet 
facilities. 

7. If you see the utilities outside the building are damaged (e.g., fallen 
wires), contact the authorities: 

Department of Water & Power: 481-4211 
Southern California Gas Company: 620-1440 

8. Don't enter any damaged building unnecessarily until you have assessed the 
situation. Allow no one into the building 1f you do not think 1t is safe. 

9. Listen to the radio for official reports, information and instructions. 
Do not allow anyone to use the telephone except for reporting emergencies.

Duck and Cover I (sit on floor, curl up, brace self 
as best you can, and cover back of neck with arms). 
Do not rush for exits or use elevators; avoid windows 
and other glass or heavy objects* 

3* Outdoors: Stay away from buildings, power poles, or other swaying 
objects such as our campus trees* In cases where some- 
thing like a bus bench is available, get under it and 
Duck and Cover 1 Protect head with purse, briefcase, coat, 
or anything else which might act as a shield* 

4. In a car: Drive away from underpasses/overpasses, trees, tele- 
phones or electrical lines* Stop in a safe area* 
Stay in vehicle* 

5* Do not use candles, matches or other flames, during or after an 
earthquake, because of possible gas leaks* Put out.

Transfer of Credit Clearance 

SUMMMER SCHOOL : If you are planning to attend a Sumner 
School other than MSMC, you need to do several things before 
registering for your class(es). 

1. Decide what you will take and where you will take the 
class(es). (Ordinarily, a student does nol take more than 6 
units in summer.) 

2. Verify that those courses are going to be offered. Most of the 
community colleges will have their schedule ready soon. Some of 
the 9 L.A. Community Colleges (ELAC, LACC, Valley, Harbor, West, 
Southwest, Trade-Tech, Pierce, Mission) will HQX have them ready 
until later. Most summer sessions begin around June 29. Phone the 
college(s) of your choice now and ask them if the course(s) will be 
offered: if the registrar can't answer, try the department; also 
request an application for student enrollment and a class schedule 
of SUMMER SESSION. (These are not available in the Advisement 
(Center.) At many colleges you must do the student enrollment 
before you are able to register for classes. Do so sqqji. 

3. Get a Transfer of Credit Clearance form from the Registrar's 
Office/Advisement Center. Check the policy regarding taking 
classes elsewhere, after enrollment in MSMC. PLEASE follow 
the policy. 

4. Check with your Advisor/Advisement Center to be sure that the 
courses are TRANSFERABLE to MSMC and SAIISEt what you Intend 
to do. 

5. If you are taking two classes, you may indicate BOTH classes on the 
same form. Please help us to prevent waste and also help to 
■save the trees". 

6. Get your advisor's signature; if the course(s) is/are to satisfy 
program requirements, you will need your program director's 
signature in *1 of the form. 

7. In filling out the section for title and course number, please fill 
it out correctly. If you need assistance filling this out please 
ask someone in the Advisement Center. 

8. PLEASE BE SURE TO DISCUSS YOUR PLANS WITH YOUR ADVISOR; do 

not presume that classes taken off campus will be accepted by the 
college. 

9. Before bringing the form to the Advisement Center, make sure you 
have ftLL of the necessary signatures. Be sure that you do the 
paperwork BEFORE you enroll in a class off campus. Until the form 
has been completed, reviewed by the Director of Advisement, and 
signed by the Dean of the Campus, you cannot be sure that the 
course is approved. 

10. If you cannot complete the necessary paperwork before May 11, you 
may do so when the Information is available. If you need to do 
your paper work after May 11, please be sure to phone and confirm 
a time to meet with your advisor and/or Sr. Therese before coming 
on campus.
